and General Dimond doesn't seem to 
like it. In a recent interview he said: 


"I do not desire to argue the probabil- 


ities of a war with Chili," eaid the gen- 
eral, "but I do desire to have the people 
of the state of California understand 
<hat if war ia declared I, es major gen- 
eral commanding its forces, shall insist 
aa its right that the N. G. C. shall have 
irat recognition as battalions, regiments 
or brigades, for service in. garrison or 
Abroad, aa thay may volunteer, and to 
.hat end will exert all tho influence at 
ny couimjnd, and will myself volun- 
teer. 


"1 moan to say that I will expect And 


will insiet QB the right of the N.G.C. 
,hat the regiments or brigades volunteer- 
US shall be mustered into the service of 
,he United States as now officered, and 
.hut as euch they shall form the nucleus 
.bout which the maximum organizations 
shall be built up from volunteer recruits 
rom the militia. I mean also to say 
hat tho officers who hiwo devoted their 
.iiiio and money for years and havo beon 
dentiQod with tho development and 
progress of California's guard shall have 
the undoubted right to bo firet recog- 
nized, and I mean to eay that tho intelli- 
gent 
and 
non-commissioned 
officers 


aud enlisted men of that organization 
should havo the preference in the addi- 
tional companies. 


POSTURED 1JY UNCLE BAM. 


"Let these volunteers who are now of- 


fering their services enter the National 
Guard and be a part of it, and there will 
bo no need for offers of services. If tho 
National Guard lias not the right to de- 
mand Una recognition, then why should 
the United States yearly appropriate 
money for tho equipment of tho guards, 
inspect and have their encampments re* 
ported upon, and require yearly returns 
by tho adjutant generals? Why this su- 
pervision by tho war department if it is 
only a state police to quell riots and aid 
tho civil government? 


"It not the adjunct of the army, with 


tho right to first recognition after the 
army in beinc accepted for tho volunteer 
defenses of tho nation, then why have a 
National Guard at nil, and why have 
cong>rcRa nnd the Btntns appropriated so 
much money /or the self-education of the 
citizen us a soldier if it ia not that the 
government in depending upon him for u ; 
soldier in the national deli-use? The ! 
state giiArdemiui is umdo a soldier of the 
United States by n mere turn of tho 
hand, uud buing that thoro ia no need 
when that turn is made for him to spe- 
cifically volunteer hfs individual ser- 
vices, for ho has already bound himself 
by his oath of enliet.uont in the state 
guard. 


"It would be llko one uttompting to 


glvo something that ho has already 
parted with. No need then of recruiting 
otlicofl. Let congress declare way and 
the skeleton battalions will be maximum 
regiinente. There is no wore patriotic 
American than the young men in its Na- 
tional Guard.
